A Worcester automobile traveling 
west and an electric car outward bound ' 
for Bondsville came together about 4.15 1 
Monday afternoon at the junction of 
Thorndike and Park streets, and dem- 
onstrated the futility of two objects 
attempting to occupy the same space 
at the same time. The auto had one ^ 
rear wheel demolished, and the driver

The accident was one of those spec¬ 
tacular affairs which made those who 
sav it hold their breath for a brief in¬ 
stant, and then attempt to figure out 
how it was that the results were no 
more disastrous. The electric car was | 
in charge of Conductor George Calla¬ 
han and Motorman Ezra Gould. The 
- latter says that as he approached Park 
street he saw the auto coming and 
slowed down. At the same time the 
auto driver reduced speed and held out 
his hand in the usual warning to follow¬ 
ing cars. Seeing this Gould applied 
the power to pass ahead of the auto; as 
he speeded up the auto suddenly shot 
forward and had nearly crossed the car 
track when the electric struck his left 
rear wheel. The wheel was smashed 
and the auto was knocked across Park 
street to the curbing on the west side, 
but did not upset. It was apparently 
a case of each driver supposing the 
other was waiting for him to pass, and 
both starting up at the same time. 
The auto bore the Massachusetts regis¬ 
try number 14359, and the driver gave 
the name of Clarence E. Starbard of 
• Worcester.

Restrictions Regarding Postal Savings 
Deposits are Modified. 

Larger postal savings deposits will | 
now be accepted at the post office. 
This is made possible by an important 
amendment to the Postal Savings Act 
just approved by President Wilson. 

A postal savings depositor may now | 
have an account amounting to $1000, 
upon which interest will be paid. For¬ 
merly $500 was the maximum amount 
he could have to his credit. This en¬ 
largement of postal savings facilities 
will be very gratifying to thousands of 
depositors who have already reached 
the old $500 limit and are anxious to 
entrust more of their savings to Uncle 
Sam. Another feature of the amend¬ 
ment that will avoid further embarrass¬ 
ment to the public and to postal offi¬ 
cials is doing away with the limit on 
the amount that could be accepted 
from a depositor monthly. Under the j 
old law only $100 could be deposited in I 
! a calender month. The amendment | 
j abolishes this restriction. While the 

Postal Savings System has already 
1 proved a signal success, as is shown by 
^ the fact that more than half a million 
g depositors have over eighty million 
• dollars standing to their credit, still it 

has fallen short of meeting the full 
y demands of the public because of the 
t restrictions which have now been elimi- 
„ nated. _

Robert G. Shumway Takes Life 
Tuesday, Using Shotgun. 

DESPONDENCY BELIEVED THE CAUSE 

Worry Over Accident to Foot. Ate His 
Dinner With Family, Committed 
Act Soon After. 

Robert G. Shumway, 40, committed 
suicide at his home on South Main 
street in Monson last Friday afternoon 
at 1 o’clock, discharging a shot gun 
into his skull. 

Mr. Shumway had been despondent 
over the condition of his right foot, 
which he cut severely last winter and 
which had incapacitated him from his 
work as a builder for many weeks. 
The wound had never fully healed and 
! he had undergone several operations, 
r j but had been able to be at his trade for 
1 ! the past few weeks. He worked as 
1 j usual Friday morning and ate dinner 
1 with his family, then went directly to 
t the barn and took his life. He was 
1 found by his 14-years-old son, who 
e heard the report of the shot gun.

FLOWERS TELL OWN STORY 


Japanese Art Enables One Readily to 

Understand the Significance of 
Their Arrangement. 

In the Flowery Kingdom they work 
wonders with their flowers. They 
make calendars of them. They tell 
stories with them. They symbolize 
aeroplanes, dainty women, and every¬ 
thing else by means of floral units, 
which we in America would use merely i 
for a bouquet. The folklore and 
j mythology of Japan are often vividly j 
expressed in flower arrangement. 

In arranging flowers the Japanese 
try to place them in the same posi- , 
tion that they would naturally take, i 
An American, would put a bunch of 
cherry blossoms into a vase, upright, 
a Japanese would place the branch In 
a horizontal position, such as they 
j occupy in growing. 

The Japanese idea of flower ar¬ 
rangement is that one perfect indi¬ 
vidual flower, together with leaves and 
stem, is more beautiful than masses 
of them bunched together. 

By using special containers and 
supports, the Japanese make flowers 
last twice as long as we do. In ar¬ 
ranging flowers in a receptacle they 
trim the leaves from the stalks be¬ 
low* the water, and for a short dis- 
; tance above. This gives the flower 
the appearance of growing. By tak- 
1 ing a piece of bamboo, the Japanese 
- will conventionally place flowers In 
i it In such a way as to reproduce a 
. ship in a calm or in a storm. 

The Japanese do not like the rose 
t and the lily. Flowers that have 
thorns are cruel and those whose pet¬ 
als drop off symbolize inconstancy. 
The cherry, wistaria, magnolia, azalea, 
1 peony, camellia, peach, plum, maple, 
^ pine, chrysanthemum, iris, lotus and 
morning glory find more popular favor.

The “y” in “ye” is simply a substi¬ 
tute for the Anglo-Saxon “thorn let¬ 
ter,” so called, which we have no way 
of getting into this column. That 
Anglo-Saxon letter, like the corre¬ 
sponding Icelandic character, stood 
for “th.” The Encyclopedia Britan- 
nica says: 

“The English letter ‘thorn’ sur¬ 
vived and continued in use down to 
the fifteenth century, when it was 
transformed to y.” 

As for the pronunciation of “ye,” 
meaning “the,” it is, of course (as near 
as we can put it into printer’s ink) 
“thuh” today, as was in Chaucer’s 
time and long before. Nobody who 
speaks English ever pronounces “the” 
as if it spelled “thee,” but gives it 
i the same sound as the “e” has in the

the French pronounce “le Jour” “luh 
zhour,” so is “the day” pronounced

The board of health is keeping a close t 
watch on the other children in the 
block where the first case exists. They i { 
have been visited every day by a L 
physician, but so far none have shown ! 
any symptons of illness of any kind. ( 
The board is also keeping a close watch j 
on newcomers into town, especially 
any who may have lived in the direc-1 
tion of New York or other places where j 
the disease is known to exist. 

The board last week advised the I 
closing of the Sunday schools of the i 
town—at least the lower grades—for a 
time, and most of the schools have dis- j 
continued sessions accordingly. The i 
board sees no reason for alarm over the 
situation, as it does not believe there j 
will beany other cases unless they are j 
imported. 

In this connection the statement ofj 
an expert, copied from a New York 
paper, will be of interest to many: 

‘‘That infantile paralysis is not so 
uncertain in origin nor fatal nor per¬ 
manent in effect as generally supposed 
was the assertion made by Simon 
Flexner of the Rockfeller Institute in 
a paper read at a mass meeting of 
physicians in New York last week. 
Many of those most seriously afflicted 
eventually make complete recoveries.

“Protection is best gained through 1S 
the isolation of the disease even in the s * 
earliest stages, and the sanitary control ° 
of those coming in contact with it. w 
At present there is no safe method of w 
preventing inoculation, though experi¬ 
ments are being made with the trans¬ 
fusion of blood from a person already 
made immune by having had the dis¬ 
ease or by the use of subeffective doses P 
of the virus itself. Nor is there as yet * 
any practicable method of specific F 
treatment. Recovery is accomplished i * 
slowly by a process of immunization i 1 
taking place during the acute period j 
of the disease and by the best medical j 
and surgical care. 

“The extent to which recovery may 
occur is very great, Dr. Flexner said, j 
In many cases, the residue of paraly¬ 
sis may be so small as not seriously to j 
hamper the life activities of the suf¬ 
ferer. In others it may be greatly 
relieved by suitable orthopedic treat¬ 
ment. What is imperative, Dr. Flex¬ 
ner asserted, is to remember that re¬ 
covery is a process extending over a 
long period of time, perhaps even 
years, and that only a very small pro¬ 
portion of those attacked are left se¬ 
verely and helplessly crippled. 

“The extent of susceptibility to the 
disease is relatively small. It is lower 
than in measles, scarlet fever or diph¬ 
theria. The present outbreak is not 
extraordinary, the expert pointed out, 
for not since the disease first appeared 
in 1907 has the country been entirely 
free from it. Every summer since 
then has seen some accession of the 
disease.”

Ten people were bruised and shaken 
jup and cut by flying glass Monday 
afternoon in a collision between a pas¬ 
senger car and a freight car on the 
Springfield and Eastern Street Rail¬ 
way about three miles east of Palmer.

The car was the regular Worcester to 
Springfield car due in Palmer at 2.15, 
and was in charge of Conductor Fred 
Reimers of Palmer and Motorman 
Walter Wilson. The car was coming 
down the long grade on the west side 
of Brimfield mountain to the Veils 
switch at the foot. This switch stood 
open and the passenger car turned into 
it, striking a freight car which had 
been left standing there, only a few 
feet from the entrance. The force of 
contact broke nearly every window in 
the passenger car and threw the pas¬ 
sengers about promiscuously, the brok¬ 
en glass being responsible for numer¬ 
ous slight cuts. The bumper of the 
freight car smashed through the front 
. of the passenger car vestibule and 
, pushed everything before it to the 
; front door of the interior. The vesti- 
[ bule was a total wreck, and only for 
l his jump just before the impact, after 
i doing everything possible to stop his 
car, Wilson must have certainly been 
killed. Later he operated the special 
1 car into Palmer. The force of the blow 
knocked the freight car from the rails.

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seed growth. Those vegetables which 
furnish foliage as a’product have been 
especially good, while some of those 
that are supposed to furnish tubers, 
bulbs and the like are somewhat dis 
appointing. The chicory is very thick 
and needs thinning immediately or 
else the plants will be so large that 
they will not recover from the shock of 
thinning. Those plants left will tend 
to grow blossoms rather than furnish 
foliage as intended. Brussell sprouts 
likewise are very thick. He lias not 
thinned them, as he has been looking 
forward to finding time in which to 
thin and transplant, as there is a con¬ 
siderable and ever increasing demand 
for sprouts. i 

The strawberry season and the green , 
pea season are about over now, and 
Mr. Doherty plans to thin these %eg- 
etables along with kale and endi\es, 
and also to weed the garden thorough¬ 
ly. Hardly any witch grass can be 
discovered. What few weeds there are 
in the garden are of a grassy nature 
and can be easily brought under con¬ 
trol The rows have been planted \ery 
close together so that the plants take 
most of the garden at the present time. 

| It is therefore seen that this next care- 
! ful hoeing of Mr. Doherty’s probably 
i will he the last thorough weeding 
I which he will have to give the garden, 
i as the shade from the plants will keep 
I down the weeds. 

I in studying the two beet varieties, it 
i was seen that the Crosby Egyptian

New Zealand spinach. The plants are 
producing leaves rather than starting 
heads. Turnips are getting tough, not 
making large tubers. The grubs are 
working on the bottoms so that they 
will not be of any value for marketing 
purposes. Endives and corn salad 
need a good deal of thinning. Citron 
is very thrifty and is doing much bet 
ter than are the watermelons. Dike- 
wise the cucumbers are proving to be 
! very successful. This seems to be a 
very had year for all of the vine crops 
and those who have cucumbers should 
spray them as Mr. Doherty is going to 
do once a week or ten days with some 
bordo mixture. Cantaloupes should 
also be sprayed with the same prepara 
tion. A few squashes show yellow- 
foliage and it is a question what the 
trouble is. Corn hills were planted 
fairly close in the rows and are sending 
out sprouts now. These sprouts should 
be picked off in order that the nour¬ 
ishment might go into the main stalk 

and ears. . 

A strange thing is happening with 
the Oradus peas. They were purchased 
for Oradus and are growing four or five 
feet high, which is not in itself absolute 
proof that they are not Oradus, as the 
season and heavy feitilizing have been 
an incentive to very great leaf growth. 
They are blossoming but not setting. 
Samples have been sent to Prof. 
Thompson at Arlington, Mass., to see 
if he can explain the trouble. The 
beans which Mr. Doherty purchased 
at a local store are also proving to be 
very tall and are undoubtedly bush 
beans, although they were bought for 
dwarfs. The second planting of radish 
are about gone. Salsify is shaded con¬ 
siderably by the hohl-rabi, but it has 
been thinned and is making bulbs fast, 
which will he ready for marketing 
within a few weeks. As soon as he 
can cut the kohl-rahi out, the salsify 
will have more space. The onions are 
doing especially well considering the 
late time that they were planted. 

Occasional squash vines were found 
to be dead. The League adviser first 
thought it was vine borer trouble, as it 
is likely to make its appearance at this 
I time of year. On examination, no 
! borers were discovered and the trouble 
! was probably caused by grubs of borers 
j working round the roots.

The two cases in Three Rivers are 
doing well. The children in the large 
block—some 30 of them — where the 
first case was discovered, are still care¬ 
fully watched, and not a single case of 
illness of any sort has been discovered 
among them. The other child is also 
doing nicely. This case was unusual 
in that the family arrived in town in 
the afternoon and the child was taken 
sick in the night, showing that the 
disease had been contracted some little 
time previously, although where and 
by what means cannot be conjectured, 
as there w r ere no cases where the family 
came from and they knew of none in

Those whose names are included in 4 
the Remington 40-word test, but not in 
the 25-word test, passed the latter test 
last year.

EXTRADITION REFUSED BY GOVERNOR 


Johnson Has Alabama Divorce and is 
Married Again. Wife Here Has 
Had No Notice. 

Chief of Police Crimmins returned 
Monday night from Birmingham 
Ala., without Charles L. Johnson, for 
whom he went last week armed with 
extradition papers from Gov. McCall 
Johnson being ivanted on a charge of 
wife abandonment by the overseers of 
the poor of Palmer. 

Chief Crimmins found Johnson in 
charge of the officers when he arrived 
there, he having been apprehended five 
days previously and kept in confine¬ 
ment during that time. Johnson how 
ever showed a divorce from his wife in 
Palmer, Clara Johnson, obtained in 
Alabama in 1912, and a certificate 
showing that he remarried in Alabama 
again in 1913, and is now living with 

I his second wife. 

Governor Henderson of Alabama re¬ 
fused to honor the extradition papers, 
writing the following opinion to Chief 
I Crimmins: 

“It appears that Charles L. Johnson has 
1 been a resident of the State for more than six 
years. He was divorced from the complain- 
I ant in 1912 and has remarried. From infor¬ 
mation he was a resident of Georgia several 
years before coming to Alabama, i he Pro¬ 
ceedings are based upon an affidavit when 
the offense was supposed to have been com¬ 
mitted in 1912. The issuance of extradition 
papers merely upon warrant when the offense 
has been committed so long gives the appear¬ 
ance of a purpose to extort money from the

j Cucumbers have a very fine stand of 
small cucumbers of about the same 
size, which shows that they were pol¬ 
linated on a certain bright day. The 
row of lettuce which had been grown 
j from seed is all ready for harvesting 
and marketing. The weather has 
; been so warm that the plants have not 
j made good heads, but two or three in 
a bunch will make a very fine package 
| for anyone to purchase. 

The orignal row of Swiss chard has 
had one picking; the transplanted 
plants are now ready for a picking. 
Mr. Doherty will be able to alternate 
& back and forth on these rows. Onions 
are doing especially well. Kohlrabi is 
ready to start marketing. Two bunch¬ 
es were picked on Tuesday and other 
plants will be ready soon. Brussels 
sprouts will need a lot of thinning. 
Beets need to be harvested, pulling 
’ those which are now large enough and 
t marketing them, thus leaving more 
I room for the beets which remain.

How to Make Spirit Photographs. 

Print from ordinary negatives in the 
usual manner on printing-out paper, 
then fix the prints in a solution of one ; 
ounce hyposulphite of soda and eight 
ounces of water, and wash them thor¬ 
oughly. While still wet, immerse them 
in a saturated solution of bichloride 
of mercury until the image disap¬ 
pears; then wash thoroughly. Be 
very careful, as bichloride is very poi¬ 
sonous. Soak some clean blotting pa¬ 
per In the hyposulphite of soda solu¬ 
tion and allow it to dry. 

To cause the spirit photograph to 
appear, cut a piece of blotting paper j 
the same size as the prepared print, 
and moisten it; then hold the appar¬ 
ently blank piece of paper in contact ; 
with it. The photograph will come 
out gradually, clear and plain, and if 
| washed thoroughly will be permanent, 
j | —Popular Science Monthly.

A great deal has been said recently 
relative to the value and import of th 
publicity. Publicity might be termed ig> 
a certain phase of advertising which hjj 
tends to create a public opinion and djj 
sentiment on some particular product tQ 
or person. It is usually couched in lhe w 
form of news items when appearing in 
our press rather than in the columns 
where we look for the commercial ad- ^ 
vertising. , 

Somewhere just a few years ago an 
individual in public office conceived 
the slogan which has been and is be- st 
ing repeated over this entire country: °J 
“The High Cost of Living.” This 8j 
slogan received such widespread pub- j 
licity that it was repeated by every j “ 
tongue in the nation and has found a 
large part in moulding and influence I 
over the minds and beliefs of the; 11 
American people.

The time was never more ripe for the 
application of publicity to the build¬ 
ing up of the farming business. News¬ 
papers and periodicals everywhere are 
eager for news pertaining to improved 
farming methods, for facts which will 
relieve this stress of the high cost of 
living, for new ways in which to use 
the farm products and for improved 
means of distribution. Let a farmer 
do the unusual, the progressive, pre¬ 
sent the facts to the newspapers and 
nine papers in every ten will publish 
the story. 

Associated efforts secures the most 
advantageous publicity, when the per¬ 
sonal element is eliminated and all are 
working for one purpose.

Last Payment Made Last Week. Pres-| 
ent Value Is Over $150,000. 

The final payment was made last j 
week on the Ware Water Works, j 
which makes the town owner of a j 
plant free from all incumbrance and i 
valued at $155,827. The construction 
of the plant was begun thirty years j 
ago, when the town borrowed $75,000 j 
to carry on the work. The following 
year an appropriation of $500 was 
1 made and $6000 borrowed for construc¬ 
tion work. During the next two years 
$3500 and $5500 respectively were ap¬ 
propriated for the payment of land 
damages. Since that time the water 
commissioners have not asked the 
town for assistance and have paid all 
expenses for construction and main¬ 
tenance out of the current revenue of 
’ the department, and have at the pres¬ 
ent time several thousand dollars in 
the bank in addition to the water 
1 works property, which comprises the 
’ pumping station, the Pines swimming 
? pool, baseball field, the park and reser- 
voir on Upper Church street, and the 
6 water rights on Muddy brook. 

In the beginning a comparatively 
high water rate, $13 a year, with an 
additional charge of $2 for the use of 
the meter, was necessary, but at pres- 
^ ent the minimum rate is $4 with no 
charge for the meter.

STREET CAR CAUSE OF DUST 

Scientific Investigation Has Proved 

This Fact Seemingly Beyond 
All Possibility of Dispute. 

Where does the dust come from? 
This question, which careful house¬ 
keepers ask themselves every day, has 
been scientifically answered by inves¬ 
tigators of Harvard university. 

They made measurements of the 
amount of dust in the air at 20 feet 
above the street in different places. 

At the junction of streets, where 
the least dust was accumulated, the 
amount in the air would equal a daily 
deposit of 9Va pounds to the acre. In 
another section as much as 50 pounds 
per acre would be the daily deposit.’ 

It was found that the air in paved 
streets was, on the whole, somewhat 
dustier than that of unpaved streets, 
but the bad unpaved street was worse 
than the worst of the paved streets, 
so far ns the amount of dust in the 
air was considered, by 25 per cent. 

The effect of street car traffic was 
also considered by these investigators. 
It was estimated that streets with ear 
lines have one-third more dust than 
streets without them, and the best of 
such streets are generally worse than 
the worst of the free streets. The ex¬ 
tra amount of dust in the air of 
streets having street car lines consist¬ 
ed largely of fine particles of iron; 
the amount of sandlike dust, or silica, 
being about the same in both types of 
streets.

Original Building, Which Was Burned ! 
in 1835, Figured in Revolu¬ 
tionary War. 

The Frankford Historical society, in fi 
pursuance of its plan to save to poster- fc 
ity all possible information in regard d 
to early landmarks and points of his- r 
toric interest in that section of Penn- 
sylvania, has succeeded in restoring to ^ 
the community the plan of an old 
Swede mill which burned in 1853, the 
Philadelphia American states. 

The original mill was built by the 1 
Swedes before the arrival of Penn. A c 
fire destroyed this ancient structure ( 
in 1835, when it was replaced by an- { 
other, in which the plan of the origi- , 
naj structure was preserved as nearly j 
as possible. The second mill also was | 
destroyed by fire, which is still re- | 
membered Dy a few old residents. 

It was at the original mill that 
Lydia Darragh overheard British offi¬ 
cers discussing plans to deliver an 
overwhelming attack upon Washington 
and his army at Whitemarsh and car¬ 
ried the information to an American 
officer in time to enable Washington 
to make preparations to counteract the 
attack. 

Every available source of informa- 
: tion was exhausted before the society 
i obtained the desired information as 
. to the plan and appearance of the 
r old mill. Four drawings were made j 
on information supplied by old resi¬ 
dents, and the finding of additional 
’ information resulted in the acceptance 
1 of the plan submitted by Charles W. 

1 Caster, one of the oldest members of 
8 the society, who frequented the mill 
i in his youth. 

I According to his description, it was 
s a two and one-half story structure with 
e an overshot wheel on the northern end, 
l_ where the race entered the building. 

' The entrance to the mill also was at 
’ this end. A large hoist with dormer 
l " roof surmounted the western side. 


ZINC’S BIG PLACE IN WAR 5 

Important Metal Has Advanced in i 
Price Until It Costs More Than * 
Copper. ; 

Zinc is so essential in war time that ( 
it has risen enormously in price in the j 
last year. Costing originally only two- 
fifths as much as copper, it now costa j 
decidedly more than copper despite 
the fact that copper Itself has sharp¬ 
ly increased in value. 

Zinc is a constituent of cartridge 
brass and shell fuses, and is used also j 
as a covering of iron barbed-wire fenc¬ 
ing. In 1913 the United States, Ger- | 
many and Belgium were the leading 
producers of zinc. 

Of the three, only the United States 
smelted domestic ores, the Philadel- j 
phia Inquirer states. Belgium and 
Germany relied mainly on zinc con- 
centrates that they imported from the 
Broken Hill mines in New South 
I Wales, where, for one reason or an¬ 
other, it does not pay to do the smelt¬ 
ing. France, Spain and Great Brit¬ 
ain also produce substantial quanti¬ 
ties, but not enough to supply their 
1 own needs. 

, Austria and Germany have consider- 
L able deposits of the ore in Silesia, 

I Hungary, Carinthia and the Tyrol. As 
the zinc smelting furnaces of Great 
* Britain are not well adapted for dealing 
J with the Broken Hill concentrates, it 

1 buys the bulk of its supplies from the 

2 United States.

New B. and A. Safety Signals. j [ 

To be Put Up at Every Crossing. New 
Design For Gate Bars. 

The Boston and Albany railroad is 
to install new safety signals and lights j 
at all grade crossings, and has joined 
| the movement started by different rail- 
| roads to have all crossing signals the ^ 
same in every state in the Union. 

Lights which will show red to per- , 
sons on the highway and white to en¬ 
gineers are to be placed on every gate 
at night. The flagman is to have a 
special hand signal on which is printed , 
“Stop,” and approach signals in the 
way of a big circular disc are to be 
placed not less than 300 feet on each 
side of all railroad tracks. 

All crossing gates are to be painted 
black and white, giving a barber-pole 
effect which is considered the surest 
plan by which to catch the attention of 
anyone approaching the tracks. The 
i warning discs are to be given to the 
■ different towns along the line and they 
, are to be asked to furnish the posts on 

- which they are to be placed. They 
i are to be lighted at night whenever 
; necessary. The officials believe that if 

- these warnings 300 feet from the tracks 
e are placed so prominently that they 
e cannot be overlooked, there will be 

- fewer crossing accidents, in spite of 
the fact that automobiles are increas- 

i. i n g at a tremendous rate all over the 
country.

FEATURE OF URGE CITIES 

Apartment Houses With Flats That 

Can Be Converted to Several 
Uses Built. 

Many builders of apartment houses 
in large cities are now erecting struc¬ 
tures composed exclusively of convert¬ 
ible apartments, according to Popular 
Mechanics magazine. By a convertible 
apartment is meant one In which a sin¬ 
gle room can be adapted to two or three 
uses by shifting the furniture or re¬ 
volving a pivoted wall. One corpora- 
! tion erects buildings of this character 
composed entirely of one of three types 
of flats; those having one room only, 
which can be altered to serve as a din- 
Ing room, living room and bedroom; 
two-room apartments, In which the fur¬ 
niture can be changed to make two . 
I bedrooms, a living room, a dining room 
and a sun parlor, and three-room 
suites which can serve as seven rooms, 
counting day and night uses. Each 
apartment has a kitchenette and a 
bathroom which are not convertible, 
j The main room in each group is, on the 
averqge, 12 or 13 feet square, with 
practically the whole of one wall di¬ 
vided into two revolving sections; to 
one side of this wall is fastened a 
bookcase and sideboard; to the other 
is fastened a dresser and folding bed. 
These articles are screwed to the wall 
just high enough to pass over the rugs 
as the partition revolves. The closet

To Prevent Spread of Dreaded 
Infantile Paralysis. 

MANY REGULATIONS ARE NEEDLESS. 


Good Reason For Believing That the 
Danger From Personal Contact 
Is Slight. 

There are a considerable number of 
thinking people who believe that many 
of the quarantine regulations intended 
to protect against infantile paralysis 
are born of hysteria, put into effect 
with haste, are unreasonable and ab¬ 
surd, and it is certain they are produc¬ 
tive of great inconvenience at times to 
persons who might better be relieved 
of their weight. 

In this connection an editorial print¬ 
ed in the New York Sun of last Friday 
is instructive and illuminating. A 
large portion of it is reprinted here: 

“Since the beginning of the present 
epidemic The Sun has shown that the 
methods of protctioD adopted by many 
communities and dictated by the in¬ 
stinct of self-preservation have led to 
a cruel persecution of neighbor and 
friend, reproducing in effect the de¬ 
plorable shotgun quarantine of the | 
yellow fever sections before science i 
dispelled fears conjured up by igno¬ 
rance of the cause of that disease. 

"To-day we are in the presence of j 
analogous conditions. |Our ignorance j 
of the cause of a malady has induced I 
a state of mind, even among some j 
ordinarily self-possessed and intelli-! 
gent people, in consequence of which 
methods of quarantine are sanctioned : 
that are not warranted by well ascer- ' 
tained facts. 

“What are the proofs of contagious¬ 
ness of infantile paralysis? There are 
none; only conjectural theories. On 
the contrary, the non-contagiousness 
of the disease is established by histori -1 
cal data, as we shall show. We had ! 
intended to tabulate the 5000 cases re- ' 
ported by the Health Department in ! 
order to verify an opinion that the dis¬ 
ease is rarely conveyeAl from the sick 
to the well, even in the same house¬ 
hold or dwelling, as is the case invari¬ 
ably with truly contagious diseases 
like measles, scarlet fever and small i 
pox, when it was officially announced 
on August IB that ‘the number of cases 
in which a child contracts the disease 
after another member of the family 
has been taken ill is decidedly small,’ 
and that these are ‘comparatively rare 
cases.’ 

“Here we have almost positive dem¬ 
onstration of non-contagion^ftBsa^e a 
few cases of any disease may ar«> ^ 
the same locality at any time. More¬ 
over, this finding of the health author¬ 
ities confirms the statement of Surgeon 
Wade H. Frost, who has given us the 
most complete summary of what is 
known of the cause and transmission 
of the disease in the report of the 
United States Public Health Service 
for July 14 : 

“The statistics show that of 2070 persons ex¬ 
posed to poliomyelitis by residence In the 
same houses and the same families as the 
poliomyelitis patients only fourteen devel¬ 
oped the disease In Its frank form. Even as¬ 
suming that all of these actually contracted 
the Infection from association with the sick 
members of families, the contagiousness of 
poliomyelitis must still be very slight, less 
than one-fifteenth of scarlet fever. 

“Similar evidence of the slight contagious¬ 
ness of poliomyelitis has been afforded 
among the large groups of children exposed 
to contagion by association. In schools and 
Institutions, with acute cases. 

“On the whole it may fairly definitely be 
concluded that If poliomyelitis Is a conta¬ 
gious disease, confined to human beings, as 
certainly seems most probable at this time, 
the chief source of infection must be, more 
probably, apparently healthy carriers.” 

Dr. J. C. Price, Health Director of 
New Jersey, says: 

"Adults may become carriers by contact 
with other adults who are carriers, and thus 
obtain the Infection they may carry home to 
their children, 

“The most important thing In preventing 
the spread of the disease by cariers is to i 
avoid crowds. * * * 

“This rule should apply to adults as well as i 
to children.” 

“The latter testifies to the hysteria 
of the present quarantine. A gentle¬ 
man passing from one borough of New 
Jersey to another last Sunday four 
times within two hours was stopped 
each time to permit the officer to peer 
into the car for hidden children, while 
the six persons occupying it were dis¬ 
regarded as probable carriers. 

“The chief proof of the communica¬ 
bility of infantile paralysis is alleged 
to be that it follows routes of travel. 
Since the latter are the chief places 
where people do congregate, it cannot 
be otherwise. Opposed to this entirely 
problematic dissemination is the abso¬ 
lutely established fact that ‘epidemics 
of poliomyelitis are often if not usually 
of irregular occurrence, not showing 
the distribution which would be ex¬ 
pected as the result of dissemination 
along the main highways of traffic.’ 
(Frost). This is a fact demonstrated 
by examples from the epidemics of 
1907, 1908, 1909 and 1910. In 1910, for

It had a 
set of saw-like teeth and I wouldn’t 
care to have the fellow get hold of me.” i 
The trout made its escape when the j 
first blow was struck the snake. 

Children In and Out of Ware. 

In Spite of Recent Order of the Board 
of Health to Contrary. 

The Ware board of health is not 
finding the smoothest of sailing in 
connection with its recently promul¬ 
gated order that no child under 14 
shall enter or leave the town by any 
public conveyance. The Boston and 
Maine milk train Saturday morning 
had got well on its way before the con¬ 
ductor noticed that he had two chil¬ 
dren on board who were under 14. At 
Gilbertville he asked Officer Crawford 
if that town had adopted any regula¬ 
tions barring or confining children, 
and was informed that it had not. 
Not knowing just what to do the con¬ 
ductor took the children on to Boston, 
where the officials of the road told him 
to pay no attention to the order until 
he heard from the road’s officials to do 
so. On his return to Ware the con¬ 
ductor had several children as passen¬ 
gers who were under 14, and on in¬ 
forming their parents of the situation 
they all left the train at Gilbertville 
and went to Ware by trolly.

delphia left Baltimore free from epi¬ 
demic prevalence.’ (Frost). In the 
Vermont epidemic Caverly reports: 

"Utterly Inexplicable Is the fact that many 
sparsely settled rural townships off from I 
the main thoroughfares, were severely vis- j 
lted. Many times the first case occurred In 
families whose members had not been away 
from home for several weeks, and who had 
received no suspicious visitors. The more 
densely populated towns suffered less than 
the thinly settled districts near them.” 

“Surely these facts are worth more 
than a thousand deductions from prob¬ 
abilities and assumptions, experimental 
or otheswise. 

“The high court of specialists as- 
1 sembled in New York on August 4 
from all parts of the United States de¬ 
cided that “personal hygiene, cleanli¬ 
ness of person and surroundings and 
care of food, which should be thor¬ 
oughly cooked,” are the most effective 
measures to prevent the spread of poli¬ 
omyelitis. Not a word of quarantine! 
And yet despite all proof against the 
contagiousness of this disease derived 
from histories of previous epidemics, 
the public is forced to accept encroach¬ 
ments on its business, its traffic, its 
church and school attendance, its travel 
and pleasure, by a quarantine based 
upon experimental or theoretical data.” 

And to emphasize the claim that the 
disease spreads by other than personal 
contact, from the Sun of Tuesday is 
taken the following: 

“On Monday there were reported in 
this city, where congestion compels 
personal contact to a remarkable de¬ 
gree, only forty-three new cases, while 
scattered through New Jersey there 
were fifty-one new cases. And yet the 
New Jersey roads are dotted with in¬ 
spectors, holding up and driving back 
the children of New York.”

Farmhouse, Barn and 60 Tons of Hay I 
Burned. No Insurance. 

Fire which was discovered about 3 * 
o’clock yesterday morning burned the 
two-and-a-half story house of George 
O. Wheeler on the old road from Ware 
to Gilbertville, a portion of the con¬ 
tents, a large barn and 60 tons of hay, 
a quantity of produce, and farm tools. 
There was no insurance on the prop¬ 
erty.

Wash Salad Plants Carefully. 

Do Not Throw Away the Outside Leaves 
of Lettuce. 

Salads are used more during hot 
weather than at any other time. 
Housewives are urged to wash salad 
plants thoroughly and to avoid waste 
of valuable and palatable parts of 
these plants in the process of pre¬ 
paring them for table use. The fol¬ 
lowing material from one of the 
government bulletins discusses these 
points and presents valuable informa¬ 
tion : 

Green salad plants grow near the 
earth and so are likely to be soiled 
with dirt which may be accompanied 
by bacteria and other living things, 
which cause disease. They should al¬ 
ways be made clean before use. Water 
cleanses to some extent, but only 
through intense or long-continued 
hea't is it possible to check entirely the 
development of the microscopic forms 
of life-bacteria, yeasts, molds, etc.,— 
some of which make food decay and 
some of which cause human disease. 
Salad plants which cannot be regarded 
as above suspicion would better be 
cooked than used raw. Many mys¬ 
terious cases of diseases doubtless 
arise from eating imperfectly cleaned 
green foods. Therefore unusual care 
is needed in the selection and prepa- 
lation of foods which are not to be 
subjected to heat. Cress, lettuce and 
other salad plants, carelessly culti¬ 
vated or handled in the market and 
half cleaned in the kitchen, may trans¬ 
mit disease, as may milk, raw oysters, 
and other foods. Before washing, 
green vegetables should always be 
looked over carefully to make sure 
that any inferior portions, insects, or 
other undesirable things are removed. 

The fashion of cutting down through 
a head of lettuce or celery and serving 
it in lengthwise sections may give 
each person his fair share of the choice, 
tender portions, but cannot be recom¬ 
mended, because it is practically im¬ 
possible to cleanse the grooves of the 
leaves where they join the stem. Such 
plants should rather be separated into 
their natural divisions and washed in 
several waters, special attention being 
given to hollows in stalks and leaves. 
Sand, though unpleasant, may be 
less harmful than other things that 
may be left behind after washing; but 
its presence justifies the suspicion that 
the washing was not thorough or 
carefully done. Vegetables, such as 
spinach, which are difficult to free 
from grit, should be washed in many 
waters, and lifted out of the pan each 
time in loose handfuls before the 
water has been drained off. If the 
water is poured from the pan while 
the vegetables are in it, part of the 
sand falls back on the washed leaves. 
Salt in the water will aid in drawing 
out insects if they happen to be 
present. There is an advantage in 
washing all salad plants in running 
water, especially for the removal of 
insects. After washing several times 
and removing imperfections, salad 
plants may be kept in a cool place like 
a cellar or refrigerator for some hours 
or even a day before using. After 
draining off the last water, wrap the 
leaves or stalks in a cloth or put into a 
clean paper bag; that is more effective 
than keeping them in water. 

During the cleaning process it is ad¬ 
visable to sort out the coarsest portions 
for soup materials; the next best may 
not be attractive to serve by them- 
! selves, but can be cut or shredded for 
i combination with other materials, 

. while the best of all—the heart of the 
cabbage, celery or lettuce should be 
. served in the least elaborate way with 
salt or a simple dressing.

MANAGERS’ REPORT LAST EVENIjSG. , 


The Total Business Nearly $6000; 384 
Patients. New Superintendent 
To-morrow. 

The trustees of the Wing Memorial 
Hospital held a meeting in the refer¬ 
ence room of the public library last 
evening and listened to various reports 
and approved the work of committees. 

Particularly pleasing was the report 
made by the board of managers, in 
which it was shown that the hospital 
has been operated for the year ending 
July 1st at a profit of $217.64, a most 
unusual attainment for a young insti¬ 
tution. 

The report in detail is as follows: 

Number of patients in the hospital 
July 1, 1915, 7; number July 1, 1916, 5; 
total number admitted during the year, 
384. Of these 234 were surgical cases, 
72 were medical and 39 obstetrical, this 
being the number of babies born at the 
hospital. The largest number of pa¬ 
tients at any one time was 18, and the 
smallest 4. 

The total amount of business done 
was $5875.16, and the expenses of the 
year were $5657.52, leaving a balance 
of $217.64. The average daily cost per 
patient was $1.44.

A collision between an electric car 
from Palmer and an automobile from 
Wilbraham at the underpass in the 
Stony Hill section of Wilbraham, near 
Ludlow bridge, Sunday afternoon, re¬ 
sulted in the instant death of Elbridge 
D. Bemis of Brookfield and the serious 
injury of Herbert W. Burbank of Wil¬ 
braham. 

The electric car was in charge of 
Motorman William J. Birmingham 
and Charles Frappier, both of Palmer. 
The car was Springfield-bound, and as 
it approached the point opposite the 
underpass the auto shot out from 
under it and directly upon the rails. 
There was no time to stop the car and 
the auto—a Ford—was struck squarely 
in the middle. Mr. Bemis was hurled 
some distance through the air and was 
instantly killed. Mr. Burbank was 
seen to be badly hurt and was taken to 
the Ludlow hospital, where his injuries 
were found to consist of a concussion 
of the brain and severe bodily bruises; 
he was thought to have a good chance 
for recovery. 

Mr. Burbrank was so dazed that he 
could tell little about the happening, 
but passengers on the electric car who 
saw the auto as it came from the un¬ 
derpass say that it was traveling at a 
high rate of speed—some say as fast 
as 40 miles an hour. The road from 
the underpass forms a T at its junction 
with the road on which the trolly 
track runs, and it is not unlikely that, 
in coming up the hill at a good rate of 
speed, Mr. Burbank was unable to 
make the turn quickly enough and 
ran on the track in front of the electric 
car.

The case of William A. Guinan of 
Boston, charged with operating a mo¬ 
tor vehicle in the town of Palmer 
w T hile under the influence of liquor, 
was tried in the district court last 
Thursday. On the evidence as given 
in court Guinan was found not guilty 
and discharged. 

The incident which led to the com¬ 
plaint took place on the afternoon of 
Tuesday, August 22, when Guinan, 
after having trouble with his car on 
East Park street and being towed to 
the Sullivan garage on North Main 
street for repairs, ran into and broke off 
some of the concrete fence posts at the 
side of the State road near the Overlook 
farm a few moments after he had 
started from the garage again for 
Springfield. Guinan frankly admit¬ 
ted breaking two of the posts, saying 
that in making the curve in the road 
he hugged the side too closely. He 
denied that he was in the least degree 
under the influence of liquor; that all 
he had drank the day of the accident 
was one highball with his dinner at 
Brookfield some time before the ac¬ 
cident. 

Chief Crimmins brought the prose¬ 
cution because of statements by four 
men that Guinan was under the influ¬ 
ence of liquor — but on the witness 
stand—peculiarly—not one would ad¬ 
mit having notice anything out of the 
way on the day of the accident. On 
the evidence the man was found not 
guilty. _

Brimfield people enjoyed a gala day

Left Letter Requesting Cremation. Act 
Undoubtedly Caused by Mental 
Unbalance. 

William F. Waite, 54, a well-known 
resident of Palmer for 30 years or more, 
committed suicide in his room in the 
Hotel Bismarck in Westfield about 5 
o’clock yesterday morning by shoot¬ 
ing himself in the head with a 22-cali¬ 
bre revolver, a new weapon, four shots 
being fired. A large pillow which he 
had pulled close over the gun prevented 
other guests of the hotel from hearing 
the sound. 

Before committing the act Mr. Waite 
wrote a letter to his wife in Palmer, in 
which he said, “Cremate my body and 
scatter my ashes to the wind. Life has 
been a failure to me, and I am un¬ 
worthy to be placed in a grave with 
flowers strewn over me.” He also left 
a note to Palmer lodge of Odd Fellows, 
of which he was a member, enclosing 
money for his dues and asking that the 
lodge take charge of his remains. 

He wrote endearingly to his wife, but 
despondently, saying that “they” 
would not accept his illustrated cards, 
alluding to some special painting that 
he had just finished. He wrote of his 
wife’s faithfulness to him and paid her 
numerous tributes, but seemed to have 
his “failure in life” much on his mind. 

That he was mentally unbalanced 
there can be no doubt. He has been 
for some time in Newark, N. J., where 
he had a window sign painting busi¬ 
ness. It was terribly hot in Newark 
this summer and after a time-Mr. 
Waite found it impossible to sleep. 
This affected him materially, and one 
morning his roommates woke to find 
him wholly out of his mind. They 
managed to secure relief for him, but 
kept a close watch on him for some 
time, fearful that he might do harm 
to himself or someone else. Mr. Waite 
came to Palmer last Saturday to spend 
Labor Day with his wife here, and 
during his stay remarked that he was 
completely tired out; that he had been 
unable to sleep for long periods at a 
time, and that it sometimes seemed 
that he was losing his mind. He left 
on the 3.45 car Tuesday afternoon for 
Westfield on some business of which 
his wife was ignorant. She expected 
him back that night but heard nothing 
from him until notified of his death 
yesterday morning. 

Mr. Waite appeared at the hotel be¬ 
tween 5 and 6 Tuesday afternoon, and 
on being shown to his room asked for 
some stationery, which was given him. 
It was on this that he wrote the letters 
to his wife and the Odd Fellows. Just 
before five yesterday morning the clerk, 
who had a room on the same floor, 
thought he heard a noise in Mr. Waite’s 
room, and on going down stairs a few 
moments later tried the door; it was 
unlocked and he stepped in, finding 
Mr. Waite’s body on the bed, fully 
clothed with the exception of the coat 
and shoes. 

Mr. Waite was formerly a mail clerk 
on the Boston and Albany railroad, 
giving that up years ago for other oc¬ 
cupation. Since that time he has 
worked as a civil engineer, has been 
Palmer’s sealer of weights and measures 
and engaged in various advertising 
and publicity schemes. Besides a 
widow he leaves a brother, Charles 
Waite, and two sisters, Mrs. Lucy Har¬ 
low and Mrs. George H. Innis, all of 
Dorchester.

constitutional convention, in spite of 
the fact that it was favored by both 
political parties last year and that Gov. 
McCall favors it now. In truth the 
entire movement is merely part of a 
political game for the sake of making 
votes for party victory. Notwith¬ 
standing the overwhelming Republi¬ 
can majority in the Legislature of 
1915 against a constitutional conven¬ 
tion, Mr. Bird wanted a convention, 
as was natural on the part of a man 
with such a political record as his. 
McCall wanted Bird’s support and that 
of all his Progressives, and he played 
for the Progressive support by using 
his influence in the convention of 1915 
for the constitutional convention and 
other things demanded by Mr. Bird. 
How the entire proceeding was viewed 
by the sober sense of the Republicans 
was indicated by the following remark 
to me by a member of the committee 
on resolutions: “We came here to eat 
crow r and we ate it.’’ Probably a large 
majority of Republicans are personally 
opposed to a constitutional convention 
and will vote against one. Personal 
canvass of the Senate has shown that 
a majority are against it though they 
passed the bill almost unanimously, 
for they felt that they were bound by 
the action of their state conventions. 
President Henry G. Wells of the 
Senate and Secretary of State Albert 
P. Langtry are both out publicly 
• against a convention. The Massachu¬ 
setts Civic Alliance has taken action 
against a convention.

Excuse That It Gives Mental Discip¬ 
line Is Declared to Be Not 
Adequate. 

If one does not study things because 
they “train the mind,” why, then, 
should one study them? The answer 
is extraordinarily simple; one studies 
things because they serve a purpose. 1 
I do not say, mark you, a useful pur¬ 
pose, but a purpose—a valid purpose, 
a genuine purpose, not a make-be¬ 
lieve purpose. 

Mental discipline is not a valid or 
genuine purpose—It’s a make believe. 
Meanwhile the number of purposes, of 
genuine, valid purposes, is simply In¬ 
finite. Learning to read Virgil is, of 
course, just as valid a purpose as 
learning to bake a pumpkin pie. The 
test is, however, not, did the student 
get mental discipline? but can he read 
and enjoy Virgil? can he play the 
symphony? will someone eat the pie? 

And because people rarely care to 
read Virgil, because almost none of 
the thousands who study Latin ever 
can or do read Virgil, therefore in 
so far as they are concerned, studying 
Latin has no purpose and cannot be 
defended as mental discipline.—Abra¬ 
ham Flexner In the Atlantic Monthly.

Man Responsible For Reign of 
Terror Nabbed Thursday. 

AFTER TWO BREAKS EAST OF PALMER 

Alphonse Robert of Ware Confesses to 
Long Line of Offenses in 
Several Towns. 

Alphonse Robert, 19, of Ware* was 
taken into custody by Chief of Police 
Timothy J. Crimmins last Thursday 
evening on a chance, and proved to be 
the man whose attempted burglaries 
in the vicinity of North Main and 
Holbrook streets week before last had 
given most of the residents in that 
section nervous prostration. Thursday 
proved to be Robert’s Jonah day, but 
it was Chief Crimmins’ lucky day. 

Early in the evening Chief Crim¬ 
mins received a telephone message 
that two breaks had been made east of 
the town—at the home of Joseph 
Lamieux in West Brimfield and a 
small lunch room of Miss Belle Col- 
grove’s at Tenneyvilfe.

HEARD BY A VERY LARGE AUDIENCE 

Rising Vote in Protest. Committee of 
25 Named to Protest to the

Hobbs, who will be remembered as the 
son of Char es H. Hobbs, for several 
years agent of the mills in Thorndike.

Persons in this city who recall the 
elopement in 1911 of Henry Homer 
Hobbs, former Yale All-American 
football player, and at the time a 
floorwalker in the store of Meekins, 
Packard & Wheat in this city, with 
Miss Helen Whittier Andrus, daugh¬ 
ter of former-Mayor John E. Andrus 
of Yonkers, N. Y., will be still more 
interested to know that a divorce has 
been granted to the young couple in 
Reno, Nev. The news of the divorce 
has been confirmed by the father of 
the young wife, according to a report 
in a New York paper. Mr. Andrus 
| said that the action was uncontested. 

J He said also that he and his daughter 
had become reconciled, but that he did 
I not know whether she would return to 
live with him in Yonkers. 

Young Hobbs, before going to Yale, 
attended Dartmouth College and while 
there became the friend of Emmet 
Hay Naylor, who was secretary of the 
Springfield Board of Trade at the time 
of the elopement. The affair created 
quite a stir not only here but else¬ 
where. It is understood that Hobbs is 
now engaged as a football coach at 
Yale. He is 29 years old and his 
former bride is 27. 

Before he graduated in 1910 Hobbs 
was a star tackle on the Yale team, of 
which his chum, Hamlin Andrus, was 
also a member.

PINKNEY’S PLACE IN HISTORY 

Hi# Fame a# the Greatest Lawyer the 
United 8tates Has Produced 
Is Secure. 

Even that tritest of truisms, the 
ephemerality of a lawyer’s fame, offers 
no adequate explanation of the obscur¬ 
ity In which sleeps the genius of Wil¬ 
liam Pinkney. For Pinkney was not 
merely a great lawyer. According to 
testimony that leaves no room for 
doubt or controversy, he was the very 
greatest lawyer that this country has 
ever produced. 

Nor was this all. He served his coun¬ 
try with distinction and success In the 
labyrinths of diplomacy, at the cabinet 
table. In the halls of congress and even 
on the field of battle. Above all, at a 
most critical point of our history, when 
the clamor of contending sections dis¬ 
turbed the tranquillity of the Sage of 
Monticello, “like a fire bell ringing in 
the night,” to use Jefferson’s own ex¬ 
pressive phrase. It was Pinkney who 
rose to the occasion and recalled sena¬ 
tors to a sense of their duty and pa¬ 
triotism. 

Of him John Marshall said that he 
was the greatest man he had ever seen 
in a court of Justice. Of him Taney 
wrote in 1854: “I have heard almost 
all the great advocates of the United 
States, both of the past and present 
generation, but I have seen none equal 
to him.” Of him Story remarked: 
“His clear and forcible manner of put¬ 
ting his cases before the court, his 
powerful and commanding eloquence, 
occasionally illumined with sparkling 
lights, but always logical and appro¬ 
priate and, above all, his accurate and 
discriminating law knowledge, which 
he pours out with wonderful precision, 
give him, in my opinion, a great su¬ 
periority over every man whom I havS 
known.” 

When such a court unanimously con¬ 
curs In rendering judgment, bold In¬ 
deed the man who claims an appeal.—

SIMPLE WAY TO TEST CREAM 

French Scientist Has Given to the 
World a Discovery That Is of 
Distinct Value. 

Professor Undet of the . French 
Agronomic Institute has given to the 
Academy of Agriculture a very simple 
process for calculating rapidly the 
quantity of fatty matter in cream. 
It is the fatty matter that gives cream 
its quality, the more of this butter the 
better the cream. This Is the process: 

A drop of cream is placed upon a 
sheet of paper and Introduced at once 
Into an oven heated to 105 degrees 
centigrade. The watery part of the 
cream evaporates and the fat, ab¬ 
sorbed by the paper, forms a spot 
whicn enlarges rapidly at first, then 
more slowly as the edges of the spot 
Increase their distance from the point 
at which the drop has been placed. 
At the end of a specified time the area 
of the spot is measured and compared 
with that of a spot formed by a drop 
of pure grease of the same size de¬ 
posited at the same time and under 
Identical conditions. 

Professor Llndet uses drops of 1-100 
of a cubic centimeter In size, and 
places his paper In wooden frames to 
prevent It from curling up In the 
oven. He removes It before the spots 
have spread to more than three or 
four centimeters In diameter.

Dr. David I. Macht of Baltimore, not¬ 
ing various malformations of the head , 
that are met with by the modern clinl- | 
cian, speaks of three that are enumer- j 
ated in the Talmud which disqualified | 
one from ministering as a priest.

Boston, Oct. 9. —There was a great 
difference between the State conven¬ 
tions of the Republican and Demo¬ 
cratic parties. Large attendance and 
high enthusiasm marked the Republi¬ 
can gathering in Tremont Temple. 
Slim attendance and little enthusiasm 
accordingly were the chief features of 
the Democratic gathering in Spring- 
field. At the Republican convention 
the chief feature was the warm support 
given to Senator Lodge; he got far 
more applause than all of the other 
grandees put together. From the time 
when he appeared on the platform till 
the end of his speech, he was easily 
the foremost figure and name in the 
convention, easily distancing Hughes 
and McCall. This was noticeable be¬ 
cause there has been considerable 
prominence during the week to the of¬ 
ficial figures of the State primaries, 
showing that McCall ran well ahead of 
I.odge in the total vote and that Lodge 
stood fourth from the head of the list. 
He was exceeded by McCall and Cool- 
idge, and also by the vote for auditor, 
adding together the votes for Cook and 
Brown. But Lodge amply made up 
for it by the reception which he got in 
the State convention. It has been said 
by his friends that he is at the zenith 
of his reputation now, and that there 
is no possible doubt of bis overwhelm¬ 
ing re-election, considering that the 
Democrats have been so foolish as to 
nominate Fitzgerald. Of course it is 
absurd to suppose that Fitzgerald can 
come within sight of Lodge, and if he 
could find some excuse for withdraw¬ 
ing and save his face and let David I. 
Walsh stand in his place, there would 
be much more of an equal contest. 
Lodge made an eloquent speech to the 
convention. It was carefully prepared 
and forcefully delivered, it has always 
been characteristic of Lodge that he 
has the middle of the stage when he 
wants it and when there is no evident 
place for it in the routine program. 
Saturday, for instance, there was no 
place for him, but he made one. It 
was all carefully prepared beforehand 
too, for his speech was sent out in ad¬ 
vance for publication in distant cities 
simultaneously. There is nothing like 
good stage management and Lodge 
has the art to perfection. He followed 
his former speeches in making a tre¬ 
mendous arraignment of the adminis¬ 
tration for its foreign and Mexican poli¬ 
cies. He was also very severe toward 
the South for getting more than its 
share of the national government’s 
expenditures. 

One feature of the two conventions 
may well attract attention before it is 
lost in the shuffle of greater presiden¬ 
tial issues—the Sproposed tate consti¬ 
tutional convention. It will be noticed 
that the Republican platform carefully 
omitted giving an endorsement to the 
plan, but merely referred it to the peo¬ 
ple. It is a matter of fact that there is 
no popular demand whatever for a con¬ 
vention. It was rejected by the Re¬ 
publican Legislature of 1915 by a large 
majority, and it was favored by the 
Legislature of 1916 only because 
McCall had it put in the platform to 
get the support of Charles S. Bird, 
who seemed to think that the Demo¬ 
cratic movement for a convention 
made it good politics for him to. 
Senators Lodge and Weeks are both 
quoted against it. Already 23 of the 
40 members of the Senate, who voted 
to submit to the people, have said that 
they shall vote against a convention at 
the polls. Many representatives are 
also opposed to it. 

To clinch the matter, the Democrats, 
who have been longest asking for a 
convention, say in their platform that 
they want a convention which will 
submit separate amendments, not a 
constitution as a whole. But the con¬ 
vention is to be called for making over 
the constitution as a whole. It comes 
to this, then, in addition to the fact 
that there is no demand by the people 
for a convention, but only a device of 
politicians, that the Republicans do 
not commit themselves at all and the

Democrats do not want the style of 
convention which is proposed. Con¬ 
sidering that the expense would be 
enormous, that the result would proba¬ 
bly be rejected at the polls by the peo¬ 
ple (just as was done with our last con¬ 
stitution in 1853 and as was done by a 
tremendous majority in New York last 
year), and there is not a solitary 
amendment specified which anybody 
wants, except some support for the in¬ 
itiative and referendum, whieh surely 
the State does not yet favor, it seems 
as if there would be a large majority 
against the constitution. To strength¬ 
en the case against the proposed con¬ 
vention, there is the formal opinion of 
the supreme court that it is doubtful 
whether a convention would be consti¬ 
tutional in view of the present method 
of amendment which is provided by 
the constitution without saying any¬ 
thing about a convention. 

Beginning Thursday, the Republi¬ 
cans will begin a strong automobile 
campaign. Fourteen autos will be 
sent out, six to Fitchburg by way of 
Waltham, taking in all the large cities 
and towns on the route and going to 
the northeastern part of the State, and 
eight going to Springfield by way of 
Worcester. At Worcester they will 
combine with the others which went 
by way of Fitchburg, and the combi¬ 
nation will visit all of the 152 towns 
which lie west of them to the New 
York state line. All of the Republi¬ 
can town committees will be visited, 
and the travelers will put themselves 
in touch with the Progressives and try 
to give each section the sort of cam¬ 
paign treatment it wants. All of this 
automobile squad are due to be in Bos¬ 
ton by Sunday afternoon. 

Ample programs have been arranged 
for Gov. McCall and Senator Lodge 
and they are separate, except that they 
will be on the same platform at the 
meeting of the Massachusetts Repub¬ 
lican Club in Boston the Saturday be¬ 
fore alection, and at Faneuil Hall the 
Monday noon before election. This 
gives the Republicans two supreme 
speakers, than whom they have no 
better, and it will be a lively campaign 
for the short time it lasts. The Repub¬ 
licans are making much of the sup¬ 
port of Alexander Sedgwick of Lenox, 
who was elected to the Legislature in 
1912 as a Democrat. He comes out 
strongly against Wilscn for having 
“chloroformed, as no other president 
has done, the conscience of the Amer¬ 
ican people.” Alexander S. is brother 
of Ellery Sedgwick, the editor of the 
Atlantic Monthly, and member of the 
Woodrow Wilson Independent League. 
Hence honors are easy in the Sedgwick 
family. It is expected that there will 
be a considerable crossing of party 
lines. On their side the Democrats 
tell of numerous Republicans who will 
support President Wilson and they 
profess that everything is going their 
way. 

The Progressives are making sepa¬ 
rate campaign of their own for Wilson. 
It looked as if the Republican claim 90 
per cent for Hughes were too large. 
This Wilson Progressive movement is 
in the bands of Matthew Hale, chair¬ 
man of their state committee since its 
formation in 1912. Though a strong 
Roosevelt man then, he now says that 
Progressive principles are supreme. 
He refuses to follow Roosevelt. He 
has thrown himself, with characteristic 
energy into the campaign and is now 
working the best he knows how to 
hold his fellow-Progressives in line for 
Wilson. It is doubtless his brain 
which conceived these noon rallies 
which began to-day. His announce¬ 
ment for to-day was Newton D. Baker, 
secretary of war. Prof. Charles H. 
Zeublin and himself. He has plenty 
of energy and says that he believes 
that nearly half of the Progressives are 
Wilson men. To-day’s rally was held 
in a room on the street floor of a build¬ 
ing near the corner of School and 
Washington streets, where passers 
could not but hear the voice of the 
speaker and where many would be 
likely to turn in just to hear what was 
going on. This is actualty what 
happened at the meeting, which was 
prominently advertised by big posters 
pasted on the window, was a genuine 
success. 

Prohibitionists in their State conven¬ 
tion Thursday distinguished them¬ 
selves by cutting off some of their 
superfluous growth. Last year they 
declared for biennial State elections, 
the short ballot, a constitutional con¬ 
vention and the abolition of the death 
penalty. This year the platform com¬ 
mittee omitted biennial elections, 
showing how they are getting their 
second wind, but they reported the 
three other planks named. But the 
convention, after debate, threw out 
every one of them. The constitutional 
convention, in particular, had no votes 
in favor after a speaker had cited the 
44 amendments to the constitution as 
proof that it is perfectly easy to get 
any amendment which the people 
want, and it had been shown that the 
expense of a convention would be enor¬ 
mous. The Prohibitionists are count¬ 
ing on getting many Republican votes 
which will not go to McCall on account 
of his course toward the Boston licens¬ 
ing board, and because of his veto of 
the Billy Sunday tabernacle bill. But 
not as much is heard of those matters 
as a few weeks ago. Landon.

They control Aus¬ 
tralia, direct New Zealand, lead Can- 
ad^^ind rule Africa. For centuries 
Scot and Briton were bitterest en¬ 
emies. Edinburgh and Paris con¬ 
spired against London. The union, 
when it finally came, was one of 
crowns and not of hearts. There still 
lurks jealousy under the surface.

John McCormack, “The Masculine Quality 
Of His Tones.” 

‘‘There is a masculine quality to his 
tones coupled with a tenderness that 
is only known to masters of interpreta¬ 
tion such as Whitman, Poe, Tennyson 
and Schumann.

A huge audience, larger than 
any mere exploiter of the fictitious in 
music could secure, sat thrilled at the 
offerings of this genius of Celtic ori¬ 
gin. He seemed a descendant of the 
bards, who used to thrill the Kings of 
Erin. 

McCormack does other things besides 
the folk songs of his native land. He 
hits the heart with heart songs. He is 
the valentine of modern music, and 
may he come at least once a year to 
reassure us that he is really singing 
records for the talking machines, and 
not the myth that most Irish bards 
have become.” 

McCormack will be assisted in his 
Springfield concert by Edwin Schnei¬ 
der, pianist, and Donald McBeath, 
violinist.

The government at 
Washington realizes this and is doing 
much to encourage the towns and 
cities to offer these immigrants a 
chance for an education; it is likewise 
sending personal appeals to the immi¬ 
grant to avail himself of this opportun¬ 
ity when offered. This is particularly 
1 true in all cases where intention of be¬ 
coming an American citizen has been 
declared. 

‘Citizenship classes” will be main¬ 
tained in Three Rivers, Bondsville, 
a nd Thorndike, taught in person by the 
principal, as last year. The enrollment 
i in these classes last year was about 70. 
These attendants were in the Various 
stages, from those who were about to 
declare their intention of becoming 
American citizens to those who were 
about to try for their final papers- 
Several tried for their final papers and 
all were successful. Each presented a 
letter of certification of their attendance 
[ in these classes and of their fitness,' in 
the opinion of the local instructors, for 
citizenship. The United States exam¬ 
iner apparently was very favorably im¬ 
pressed, for he has called upon the lo¬ 
cal evening school instructors several 
times since. 

The heads of the local French and 
Polish organizations interested in; 
American citizenship were of much 
assistance last year in urging their 
members and others to attend. The 
greatest hope for the United States of 
the future lies in tbe intelligence and 
spirit of its citizens. The schools— 
i daV for the children and evening for 
1 the others-are doing a stupendously 
effective work along these lines. 

The co-operation extended by the 
local mills in enforcing compulsory 
attendance upon the part of illiterate 
minors is strong. State authorities 
have spoken highly of this spirit.

Party=LineJConsideration 

A party line is a single circuit from the premises of more 
than one person to the central office, technically connected so 
that more than one subscriber may obtain service over that 
circuit used in common. 

A party line is not reserved for a single user any more 
than an entrance to an apartment house is like the entrance to 
I a private residence. 

A party line should be used on the sh&re-&nd-share 
alike basis, just as the apartment house door is not used by 
one to the exclusion of any of the other tenants. 

On a 4-party line, it is posssble for all four stations to try 
to talk out on the same circuit at the same time. There is 
also the liability of all four stations being wanted at the same 
time to receive incoming calls on the single circuit. 

Therefore, there are special considerations which a party 
line user should keep in mind: 

1. Long conversations prevent the use of the line by other 
subscribers; therefore party line talks should be as 
brief as possible. 

2. Whenever another party line subscriber requests the use 
of that line for an emergency, courtesy should prompt 
the first user temporalily to give up the use of the line. 

3. Whenever a party line subscriber takes the receiver 
from the hook and finds the line in use, the receiver 
should be replaced at once in a careful manner; when 
a party line receiver is left off the hook, the transmis¬ 
sion is considerably reduced. 

4. At the end of a conversation the receiver should be 
replaced upon the hook immediately, otherwise the 
other subscriber cannot signal the central office. 

AND the one who is calling a party line number should 

remember that when the operator reports “ the line is busy.” she 
1 means that any one of the stations is being used.

SNAKES T HAT DIE TWICE

Teacher Fled To Cellar and Escaped 
Through Window. Police Catch 
Man Later. 

An attempted assault, which fortu¬ 
nately failed, was made in the little 
hamlet of West Brimfieid, about six 
miles east of Palmer on the Boston and 
Albany railroad, early yesterday fore¬ 
noon.

Some years afterward he was at 
Nairobi, and saw a few acres of 
growing wheat, named Kitchener | 
wheat. He learned that the seed had 
come from a part of South Africa, 
2,000 miles distant—the offspring of 
the marriage of his Tibetan wheat 
with a native variety. “So,” said Lord 
Kitchener, “just as my grandfather, 
Doctor Chevallier, gave his name to a 
famous barley, mine is now attached 
to a special kind of wheat.”

FEW PURE WHITES IN MEXICO 

Remarkable Mixture of Races in the 

Inhabitants of That Much-Dis¬ 
turbed Country. 

Of every 100 persona in Mexico only | 
19 are of a pure white race; 38 are 
Indians and the other 43 are a Some- j 
what sorry mixture of various races, 
but chiefly of Indian and negro. 

There are fully 15 times as many 
Indians in Mexico as dwell in the Unit¬ 
ed States. An Indian was really the 
George Washington of Mexico, and the 
name of Benito Juarez is perpetuated 
in a town mentioned every day in the 
troublous dispatches from that unhap- 
_ py land. 

The whites or real Mexicans are de¬ 
scendants of the Spanish conquerors. 
Those Spaniards didn’t wish to share 
a good thing with anybody and so they 
shut out all other Immigration. Hence 
it happens that today, with a popula¬ 
tion twice that of Pennsylvania, Mex¬ 
ico has only about sixty thousand for¬ 
eigners dwelling permanently in the 
republic, “Girard” writes in the Phil- j 
adelphia Ledger. 

The mestizo is a common variety of 
the mixed race in Mexico. He is a 
son of a white father and an Indian 
mother. 

A chinco is another prevalent type. 
He is the product of an Indian father 
and a negro mother. He is not a hand¬ 
some specimen of the human race nor 
a reliable one. 

Then there is the zambo, also numer- 1 
ous, and he is the son of a negro father 
and Indian mother. 

These three types of mixed races, 

_ plus the ordinary mulatto, form the 

major portion of nearly half the Mexi- 
1 can population. 

[• It is a curious thing that the Indian 
blood does not mix well with the Afri¬ 
can and it seems to depart further 
ce from the original than does the negro.

The red men 
is of that republic are so backward in 
modern science that 50 out of every 
“ 100 children dte in infancy.

As was predicted in the Journal two 
weeks ago, Brimfield covers contained 
many deer, 11 being killed on the open¬ 
ing day in that town. Palmer was next 
in line with eight kills, while Monson, 
in years past the banner town, report¬ 
ed one killed. The number of hunters 
fell off nearly 75 per cent alter the first 
day, and on Tuesday and Wednesday 
very few were out. As a result fewer 
kills were made, as the deer which were 
on the first day seen in herds sepa¬ 
rated and went into the dense woods 
and swamps. The remaining days of 
the hunt will perhaps bring the deer 
out of their hiding places, providing 
enough hunters are out searching for 
them instead of playing the waiting 
game, as has been done since Monday.

Boston Letter. 


BOSTON, Nov. 20—Either the initia- wa 
tive and referendum has been given a tri 
staggering defeat, or it has won a tri 
wonderful victory, according as the tri 
figures are interpreted. Its friends ( 
will be sure to say that the victory 
has been memorable.

But the trouble with g 
this collection is that it does not E 
include the blanks, and they are an t 
only their very best constitutional E 
\ exceedingly vital part of the calcula- ,, 
' tion. Unlike most votes, this on the j 
initiative must take account of the ( 
blanks. The Massachusetts Civic Al- , 
liance, which has been opposing the 
w initiative and referendum, has sent out 

circulars asking for the returns in- ■ 
eluding the blanks, and replies have 
'V been received from 27 of the 36 rep¬ 
resentative districts. Though the yes 
votes are in a large majority over the 
„ noes, yet so many blanks were cast 

that the desired instructions were 
given in only six of the 27 districts 
heard from, judging by the partial 
returns received from the districts. 
The law relating to instructions was 
passed in 1913 and section 4 says that 
“no vote under the provisions of this 
act shall be regarded as an instruc¬ 
tion under Article 19 of the bill of 
rights of the constitution of the com¬ 
monwealth unless the question sub¬ 
mitted receives a majority of all the 
votes cast at that election.” It seems 
to be the purpose of the law to make 
sure that there is a genuine popular 
majority in favor of giving the pro¬ 
posed instructions, and that a small 
minority shall not presume to speak 
for the voters of a district as a whole, 
when a large majority might be either 
directly opposed, or so uninformed or 
indifferent that they refused to vote. 
The districts where the instructions 


were carried were Somerville (two 
districts), Winchester (which is one 
district, with a ward of Medford), 
ward 6 in Boston (which is one dis¬ 
trict), Arlington (which is one dis¬ 
trict), and Malden (which is one dis¬ 
trict with three representatives). 

On the other hand, the districts 
which voted presumably against thfc 
initiative and referendum, judging 
by the returns from the places named, 1 
as the votes must be counted under 1 
the law, were those whose city and 
town clerks met in the following cities 
and towns to canvass their votes: 
Bridgewater, Grafton, North Adams, 
Hingham, Brookline, Beverly, Quincy, 
Attleboro, Concord, Gloucester, 
Bourne, Stoughton, Marshfield, Haver¬ 
hill, Woburn, Fall River, Middleboro, 
Clinton, Belchertown, Lawrence, 
Gre^f Barrington. In the cities 
named, not the entire city, but only 
one district voted. But here is an 
apparent demonstration that a ma- 
■ jority of the voters are not yet in 
favor of the initiative and referendum. 

1 But the friends of the movement will

From conversation today with Sec¬ 
retary Albert P. Langtry and Herbert 
H. Boynton, first deputy secretary, it 
seems evident that the convention may 
not be able to finish its work next 
year at all. It must meet the first 
Wednesday of June. In 1853 all the 
debates were reported verbatim. 
Doubtless that will be done in 1917. 

That will tend to make every verbose 
member disposed to talk in order that 
he may be reported at length for the 
generations to come. Since, too, the 
convention is to be a deliberative body, 
not a legislative body like our Gen¬ 
eral Court, it must not be under the 
previous question for the purpose of 
stopping debate, but every man with 
something to say must be allowed to 
add his wisdom to the grand total. 

As Secretary Langtry says: “There 
must be no Reed rules in that con¬ 
vention.” Hence it seems quite pos- _ 
sible that the convention will not 
finish its work before the Legisla¬ 
ture of 1918 must meet. But it will 
be undesirable to have the Legisla¬ 
ture and the convention sitting at 
the same time. Mr. Boynton says 
that there is nohing in the law creat¬ 
ing the convention to prevent it from 
adjourning from December till the 
next summer, when the Legislature 
will be out of the way. Indeed, con¬ 
sidering the quantity of business in 
sight and the probable methods of 
doing business, he says it may be four 
or five years before the convention 
finishes its work. But the limitation 
of $750 on the work of the entire 
convention may make them cut out 
—i their long debates. On the other 
hand, if the convention really needs 
more time than there is in 1917, it is 
* to be presumed that the Legislature 
would authorize additional compensa¬ 
tion.

T HIS is the week of Thanksgiving.

’ America has more to be thankful for 
- yearly, than any other nation in the 
world; but our thanks are tempered 
by the gravity of the sorrow of our 
neighbors. 

The year has not been one ot great 
happiness, peace and prosperity. It ie

travail of a people being born again. 
But out of it will come a disciplined 
l “ and sober people; a people who will 
know the realities of life better.

Successful Woolen Manufacturer. Town

Arthur Dwight Ellis, 66, one of Mon- 
son's most influential citizens, died at 
his home on Green street last Thursday 
evening at 5.15 after several weeks’ 
illness with stomach trouble. Mr. 
Ellis had been in poor health for 
several years, but was actively inter¬ 
ested in his business tip to within a 
month before his death. 



Born in Wales Oct. IS, 1850. he 
moved as a boy of 13 with his parents 
to Wilbraham, where his father, 
Dwight W. Ellis, had purchased a 
\ woolen milL He was educated in the 
» Wi/braham schools and Wesleyan 
Academy, and during vacations he 
worked in his father’s mill, acquiring

the woolen business. 

Mr. Ellis came to Monson in 1871 to 
take a position as superintendent of 
the mill built by his father near the 
South Monson railroad station. In 
1876 the son became associated in the 
firm of 1). W. Ellis & Sons. 

Arthur 1). Ellis early gained a repu¬ 
tation for business acumen and skill as 
a manufacturer of fine woolens, and 
through a succession of changes and 
enlargements of his business enter¬ 
prise developed an organization well 
known the country over for the quality 
of the goods made. 

In 1900 he purchased the Reynolds 
mill, now owned by Ricketts & Shaw 
and known as No. 2, and in 1905 he 
purchased the old Reynolds mill, 
operated it three years, then demolished 
it completely and erected one of the 
best-equipped woolen plants in Massa¬ 
chusetts. During these years he had 


Why Marsch Sued Southern New Eng¬ 
land For $6,000,000. 

John S. Murdock of Providence, 
It. I., vice president of the Southern 
New England Railroad Company, 
which was sued last week by the con¬ 
tractor, John Marsch, for $6,000,000 for 
breach of contract in failing to have 
the road completed and for profits 
which he might have npade, has given 
out a statement in which he says the 
suits will have no effect on the railroad 
in Rhode Island, as Marsch had nc 
contract to do work in that state. Mr. 
Murdock explained the situation as 
follows: 

“The Southern New England railway 
corporation, which was organized under 
the laws of Massachusetts in 1912, en¬ 
tered into a contract with John Marsch 
to do the grading, excavating, timber, 
bridge and concrete work on its rail¬ 
road from Palmer to the state line at 
Blackstone. Under this contract he 
was to do the work at certain unit 
prices, that is, so much a cubic yard 
for moving solid rock and so much a 
cubic yard for moving loese rock, etc. 

“When the work was suspended in 
November, 1912, and was resumed in 
September, 1913, Mr. Marsch claimed 
a very large sum by reason of the sus¬ 
pension and this ma ter was finally 
adjusted by arbitration. 

“The railroad then extended the time 
for the completion of the work to De¬ 
cember 31, 1914. FI is work was finally 
completed January 1, 1916. 

“Marsch has been paid every month 
for the amount of work performed in 
the preceding month. Under the con- j 
tract, when the work was finally com-1 
pleted, a final estimate was prepared 
by the engineers. Mr. Marsch filed a 
claim of something over $1,000,000. The 
engineers allowed what they thought 
was equitably due him on this claim, 
but Mr. Marsch by bringing suit has 
evidently declined to accept the engin¬ 
eers’ estimate, although the contract 
provides that the estimate of the en¬ 
gineers shall be binding on both parties 
to the contract.”

who may come under the law. In 
addition, the entire law itself, well — 
indexed, is printed in a separate 
pamphlet. The former document is if 
labeled “Bulletin No. 1,” and is en¬ 
titled “Requirements of the Massachu¬ 
setts Income Tax Law.” It has 38 
different chapters and they cover the 
ground so that every person can tell 
from the heading whether he comes 
under its head. The topics treated of 
in this publication are these: Who are 
taxable: what all individuals must do; 
what an owner of stocks and bonds 
must do; what an executor or adminis¬ 
trator must do; what beneficaries under 
estates and trusts must do; what trus¬ 
tees must do; what a professional man 
must do; what a merchant must do; 
guardians, conservators, receivers and 
assignees; what an ordinary partnership 
must do; what partnerships, etc., hav¬ 
ing transferable shares, must do; what j 
a corporation must do; the four taxes j 
imposed; income taxable and income 
exempt from taxation; general instruc¬ 
tions for filing returns; when and where 
to file returns; what persons need not 
make a return; the interest deduction; 
when losses from bad debts are deduct¬ 
ible; exemptions, abatements, addi¬ 
tional local taxes, penalties; when and 
where the tax is payable; list of forms. 
These many different points are an- I 
swered briefly and clearly, so that the 
tax department appears to be doing 
everything that it can to make it easy 
for the people to obey the law. At the 
same time, it is to be remembered that 
the enforcement of the law proceeds on 
a theory very different from that of the 
former law. In that case, though nom¬ 
inally every taxpayer was supposed to 
make a return of his taxable property, 
yet, as a matter of fact, almost nobody 
did it and the penalties of the law were 
never enfotced. Hence the general dis¬ 
repute into which the law ^fell, and 
there was not public sentiment behind 
it to enforce it according to its original 
purpose. But it is understood that this 
law must be lived up to absolutely or 
the penalties will be imposed, and the 
law compels every taxpayer to make 
return of all his property subject to the 
law. It is probable that Tax Commis¬ 
sioner W. D. T. Trefry will do his best 
to enforce the new law, for he has given 
it as his opinion that there is $4,500,- 
000,000 of taxable intangibles which 
have been evading taxation under the 
old law and it is for him, and for the 
friends of the new law, to prove, if they 
can, that there will be more money col¬ 
lected under the new law than the old. 

If this can be done, it will be argued 
that the mass of the people of Massa¬ 
chusetts are willing to pay their just 
share of taxes and have only dodged 
hitherto because they did not want to 
pay more than their share and they 
knew that other people were dodging 
more than they. It is a very important 
problem for Massachusetts, and it will 
be a critical matter if the returns under 
the new law are not equal to those under 
the old. If the people of Massachusetts 
want to have fair play about taxes, then 
it behooves them to get all the infor¬ 
mation they can and then to live up to 
the letter and the spirit of the law. If 
this new law should fail and there be a 
reaction, it would probably be in the 
direction of stricter enforcement of the 
old double doomage law, with the un¬ 
speakable annoyance it might cause to 
innocent people, plus the impractica¬ 
bility of ever enforcing it, as has been 
proved wherever it has been tried to 
enforce similar laws. Even ancient 
Rome had its experience with precisely 
that sort of thing, and the thumb¬ 
screws did not work any better there 
than on the modern victims. 

Under cover there is much going on 
about the coming constitutional con¬ 
vention. Former Mayor and District 
Attorney Charles E. Hibbard of Pitts¬ 
field is the only man who has yet 
announced that he is a candidate for 
delegate at large. But mention is 
made of Charles S. Bird, and he will 
undoubtedly be a member. Robert 
Luce wants to go, but he has not de¬ 
cided whether he will go from a 
congressional district, or be a delegate 
at large. The latter must have the 
support of 1200 signers to a nomination 
paper, while 500 are sufficient for a 
district delegate. Much continues to 
appear showing that there will be a 
strife in the convention between the 
radicals and the conservatives. It 
looks as if the latter were to be beaten 
unless they can devise some plan which 
has not yet been announced. There

HOW THE KINS SIGNS LAWS 

Gives Consent to Acts of Parliament 
by What Is Called Royal 


Most people will tell you that the 
king must sign every act of parlia¬ 
ment before it becomes law. It will 
astonish these people to know that 
acts of parliament are never signed 
by King George. When parliament 
passes an act, as, for example, the 
recent military service act, which con¬ 
scripted all the single men, a copy on 
vellum is placed in safe custody in 
the house of lords and indorsed by the 
clerk of parliament. If the act is one 
concerning money, as, for instance, 
the budget, the vellum copy is also in¬ 
dorsed by the speaker. How does the 
king give his consent to an act of 
parliament? Well, he gives it by what 
is known as a royal commission. All 
the various acts that are passed at 
about the same time are named in this 
commission, and the king signs this. 
The king must actually sign this com¬ 
mission, but should he be, for any rea¬ 
son, not able to do so, the royal sig¬ 
nature may be specially stamped upon 
the paper. But according to the law 
this stamp can only be used “in his 
majesty’s presence and by his majes¬ 
ty’s command given by word of 
mouth.” A stamp of the king’s signa¬ 
ture is always kept ready for this 
purpose.—Pearson’s Weekly.

In November of the following year he ei 
was transferred to the Sacred Heart ct 
church in Holyoke as assistant to Fr.

Scene of The Battle at Bloody Brook in Deerfield. Mass 


In passing through South Deerfield, Mass., autoists cross the historic old stream called Bloody Brook, a 
name derived from the freightful massacre by Indians which occurred there on the 18th of September, 1675. 

In those days King Philip, sachem of the Pokanoket tribe of Indians, was on the warpath. He had so 
terrified the settlers of the Connecticut River Valley that the northernmost towns of Northfield and Deerfield 
were ordered abandoned. 

In abandoning Deerfield the settlers had left large stores of newly harvested grain, and it was in quest of 
these needed stores that Captain Lathrop, with a picked troop of eighty men, proceeded to Deerfield from 
the town of Hadley, twenty miles south. The grain had been successfully procured and the party was some 
six miles out of the settlement of Deerfield when it prepared to ford a stream. The stream was bordered 
by thick woods, and tradition relates that the men imprudently placed their weapons in the wagons and scat¬ 
tered to gather the wild grapes which abounded. Thus disarmed, they were quickly and completely over¬ 
whelmed by the hordes of Indians estimated at 700 strong, by whom they had been ambushed. Of the eighty 
or more men in Captain Lathrop’s command not more than eight escaped alive. 

Two other scouting squads of Englishmen which were in the vicinity hurried to the scene upon hearing 
battle, but could do nothing except drive the Indians away so that the bodies of their comrades might be de¬ 
cently buried. 

A monument now marks the scene of this horrible massacre, and the stream where the disaster occurred 
is known to this day as Bloody Brook.

Nitrates From Air. 

When the thirteenth annual conven¬ 
tion of the American Electro-Chemical 
society is held in New York city from 
September 27 to September 30, mem¬ 
bers will discuss the problem of ob¬ 
taining nitrates from the atmosphere. 

Nitrates are not only important as 
fertilizers, but they are a basic in¬ 
gredient in the manufacture of ex¬ 
plosives. The world has been depend¬ 
ing upon Chile for its supply, and the 
deposits there will probably last 50 
years longer, but the- United States 
is endeavoring to make itself independ¬ 
ent of any foreign source of supply, 
and the electro-chemists are endeavor¬ 
ing to find a practicable method of ex¬ 
tracting the nitrates from the nitrogen 
gas which forms 80 per cent of the 
air. The first plant for the manufac¬ 
ture of nitrates was erected at Niag¬ 
ara Falls.

Much of Christmas Spirit—The World- 

State Flag—Constitutional Conventional 

Cloud. 

Boston, Dec. 25. — Christinas this 
year sees more manifestation of the 
Christmas spirit in Boston and vicinity 
than has probably been shown before 
in any year since the real significance 
and merit of the observance began to 
break through the Puritan omission of 
all celebration for fear that it would 
seem to savor too much of popery and 
formalism. Never before, as much as 
this year, have there been so many 

community gatherings. In numerous 
casts have there been community 
Christmas trees. Doubtless the ex¬ 
ample of Boston during the last few 
years lias been an immense inspiration 
to all cities and towns within the 
shadow of the gilded dome. Regardless 
of denomination, race or color, the 
people of many different localities have 
g thered around a brilliantly lighted 
Christmas tree, sung their Christmas 
carols and exchanged Christmas greet¬ 
ings in a way which would have 
surprised e\e«i these people themselves 
only a few years ago. These celebra¬ 
tions seem to st rike a responsive chord 
and it looks as if the custom would be 
permanent, for the unspeakable benefit 
of all who participate or hear this out¬ 
pouring of good will. 

At the same time, there is full appre- 
c at ion of the suffering of the war-worn 
people of Europe. This is not a light¬ 
hearted celebration of Christmas, born 
of forgetfulness and indifference to the 
miseries of other people. But there 
has doubtless been more generous giv¬ 
ing in connection with this Christmas 
! than in connection with others. The 
great allied bazar has shown what deep 
1 interest the people take in the sufferers 
of the war and yesterday was peace day 
! for the churches, and doubtless the 
contributions for the war orphans and 
oilier sufferers were heavy. 

In the Evangelical Congregational 
church of Auburndale there was, in 
addition to the contribution for war 
victims, the presentation to the church 
of a World State Hag, in oehalf of the 
cause for which the Palmer Journal 
has repeatedly shown large sympathy. 
The description and explanation of the

I I'his seems e*p< chilly suitable for this 
j church, for, during the last 15 years it 
! has repeatedly and with practical una¬ 


nimity' supported various efforts to 
promole the World State as a fitting 
and efficient means of extending the 
kingdom of God on earth. This cause 
has made wonderful progress under the 
educating influence of the European 
war. Many people are looking in this 
direction, believing that it is the only 
permanent preventive of all war. The 
outlook has much encouragement and 
practical results seem probable in the 
near future. 

A worthy world flag must be simple, 
and sympathetic. It must be distinct 
from all others and quickly recogniz¬ 
able at a distance. This field of white 
represents the blending of all national 
colors, as all prismatic colors blend to 
make white. Here are the red. white 
and blue of our national flag and all 
other colors of all other nations. 
White, too, is the symbol of purity and 

light. Here it symbolizes the purity of 
our loyalty to human brotherhood and 
to the World Government as the organ 
and embodiment of that brotherhood. 

The green world is the earth covered 
with verdure, the scars of war grown 
over and forever effaced, and all lands 
beautiful with grassy fields, fruitful 
orchards, artistic parks and cultivated 
forests, the world of peace, plenty and 
prosperity. The green world, in peace 
and joy, robed with the white light of 
truth, justice and liberty,—this is our 
World-State flag. 

To all who see it, this flag will tell of 
the brotherhood of man and the 
supremacy of the World Government, 
to which the highest loyalty is due, 
even as all mankind is greater than 
any nation. 

From north to southern pole, 

From east to western sea. 

One fatherland, one flag behold, 

One people, sell-ruled tree 

No creed, no race embroil: 

No hue. no speech divide. 

But justice reigns o’er all the earth: 

Good will aud peace abide. 

One Father’s children we. 

With kinship’s wreath entwined: 

Our country Is the peopled wond.

In the world of politics, the State 
situation is overcast by the coming 
constitutional convention. Enough 
has been done to prove that it will be a 
scene of great interest and probably of 
sharp struggle. The friends of the 
initiative and referendum are strongly 
organized and actively at work.. On 
the other hand, the conservative ele¬ 
ment is seemingly doing nothing. 
What some people fear the initiative 
and referendum will do to the general 
interests of the State is set forth in 
strong words, as follows, by Charles 
Ray Dean, a member of the bar of the 
District of Columbia and secretary of 
the National Association for Constitu¬ 
tional Government: “The most persis¬ 
tent agitations in favor of the initiative, 
referendum and judicial recall declare 
that the measures ‘are a preparation of 
the workers to seize the whole power of 
government in order that they may 
thereby lay hold of the whole system 
of socialized industry and thus come 
to their rightful inheritance.’ ” In 
other words, it will be possible, when 
measures must be* submitted to the 
people on petition of a certain number 
and then become law by getting a 
majority vote, for all sorts of schemes, 
such as pension-grabbing by the shift¬ 
less and lazy, many holidays, big 
wages, short hours, heavy taxes on 
property, with large exemption tor | 
people of small means, and all sorts of 
measures of sheer robbery to be forced 
upon the people under forms of law. 
This view of the case has not yet 
penetrated the heads of the many who 
lightly voted for this so-called reform, 
but the alarming peril is there, just the 
same. 

Another political shadow which is 
over the State is the factional issue 
between McCall and Weeks, which 
promises to make trouble hereafter, 
but is not out into the open much yet.

GETTING USED TO SHELLS 

Narrow Escapes Do Not Even Pro- 
voke a Comment in tho 
Present War. 


Time Devoted to Outdoor Sports to 
Be Left to Post Com¬ 
manders. 

Disputes among army officers in the j 
Philippines over baseball games and j 
other athletic sports have caused offi- 
| cials at the war department to consid- | 

! er the advisability of the issue of an 
official regulation to govern in cases 
where there is a possibility that the 
games may interfere with regular mil¬ 
itary duty. With the approval of the 
secretary of war. Adjutant General 
McCain has issued the following mem- . 
orandum on the subject; 

“The extent that sporting events 
may be indulged in at military posts 
Is a matter that rests within the dis¬ 
cretion and judgment of the post com¬ 
mander, and it is not thought best to 
11 lay down any general rule that would 
restrict him in his discharge of that 
I duty. He is held responsible for the 
r discipline, training and general condi- 
i tion of his troops, and it is maintained 
that athletics go hand in hand with 
* ' military training and are vital to the
